YLSD Unification H 


March 9 is the date for a public 
hearing in Yorba Linda for the 
possible unification of the Yorba 
Linda School District. 

That was decided at a meeting of 
the County Committee on School 


Organization last week in Santa 
Ana. The district's proposed 


tentative plan for unification was 
approved and the public hearing Is 
the next step. 

A 30-day waiting period will 
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follow before the county group 
considers final plans for unification. 
The proposal would then go to the 
State Department of Education. 

Along with the YLSD, the La 
Habra City and the Lowell Joint 
elementary school districts are 
attempting to unify into a La Habra 
Valley District. 

Affected by all these actions is the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
who now educates secondary level 


THE BIRTHPLACE OF 
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students from the three districts. 
Local district students, about 1,200 
of them, go to Troy High. 

With unification the Yorba Linda 
District would expand from its 
present kindergarten through 


eighth grade structure to the twelfth 
grade level. 

_ The high school would be adaed 
on the present site in the north 
central section of the city which is 
owned by the FUHSD. 
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Only persons living within the 
affected districts and not the entire 
Fullerton District would vote on the 
issue of unification in March of 1978 
if the plan reaches that stage. 

There were several issues 
debated by the committee and 
representatives of the districts at the 
mecting. Principal among them was 
the distribution of FUHSD property. 
The vote was to accomplish this on 
an average daily attendance (ADA) 


basis. 

This type of distribution would 
give the YL Unified District 7.8% or 
$4.9 million worth of .Fullerton 
property. The new distri ould 
assume its share of an almost $9 
million bond debt of the FUHSD. 

Under State education codes 


Yorba Linda would have to have at 
least one class in a new high school 
at the beginning of the fourth year of 
unification.
